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ARMY CHIEFS PLAN 
LARGER POST HERE 


General Wood Says This Is 
Department's Intention, 


Representative Throng Is Present at 
Brilliant Banquet---Governor 
Brown Speaks. 


—— 


Atlanta is to have a brigade post, 
with a large body of troops centralized 
here for the protection not only of our 
own borders, but of Panama and South 
America, according to the intentions of 
the military department, as announced 
last night by Major General Leonard 
Wood, chief-of-staff of the United 
States army, at the dinner given in his 
honor by 125 of the representative cit- 
izens of Atlanta at the Capital City 


club: 

“So far as the department is con- 
cerned, our idea is to build the brigade 
post in Atlanta,” said General Wood at 
the opening of his address. The an- 
nouncement caused a demonstration of 
applause, for here was seen the reali- 
gation of the movement which has been 
daily gaining greater force to extend 
Fort McPherson into a larger post for 
the quartering of a full brigade. 

General Wood then launched upon a 
splendid address of half an hour, in 
which he declared that the United 
States faces the necessity of a much 
larger military force available in the 
event of war, that a million men ought 
to be trained ready for immediate ser- 
vice; that the system of reserves is the 
only feasible way to obtainthis force, 
and that the army ought to be central- 
ized in economic strongholds near the 
coasts, like Atlanta, where it wil] be 
ready for quick mobilization in time 
of sudden need. 

Be Ready to Defend Ourselves, 

“This isnot a preparation for war be- 
cause We see war right ahead of us,” 
said the general in his searching 
analysis of the world situation. “But 
a preparation for war because we know 
that as long as the people have within 
them the fighting spirit to defend their 
rights, there is a possibility of a great 
conflict breaking forth. We must be 
ready to defend ourselves at any time. 
The result of the rapid increase in the 
European armies has een to make 
Wars como less often, but when they 
do, they come suddenly. 

Probably a more representative 
gathering of Atlanta business men was 
never held in Atlanta than that Thurs- 
day night in the beautifully decorated 
dining room of the Capital City club. 

“Atlanta spirit” bubbled forth In the 
enthusiastic speeches made by Presi- 
dent Wilmer L. Moore, of the tham- 
ber of commerce, who acted as toast- 
master; Governor Joseph M. Brown, 
Governor-elect Johfii M. Slaton, Gen- 
eral A. J. West and Clark Howell. 
While the military band from Fort 
McPherson played national and popu- 
lar airs from the fern-decked balcony, 
the gathering of men enjoyed an elab- 
orate banquet. 

Flags Decorate Hall. 

Thirteen large American flags were 
draped around the doorways and win- 
dows, and ferns and, flowers banked 
the hall in artistic design. General 
Wood was seated at the head of’ the 
table between Governor-elect Slaton 
and Toastmaster Wilmer L. Moore. 
Near his right were seated two other 
honor guests of the occasion, General 
E. M. Weaver and Colonel Edward St. 
John Greble, who accompanied General 
Wood from Washington. At the head 
of the table were seated twenty-five 
of the leading citizens and military of- 
floers of Atlanta and Fort McPherson, 
while others occupieaq every chair of 
the two long wings of the table that 
extended along the hall.

MILITANT GIRLS 
LIMP IN SNOW 


Only Fuur Suffragettes Left of 
the “Army” That Start- 
ed for Albany. 


Fishkill, N. Y¥., December 19.—It was 
two hours after dark and snowing 
when the “suffragette army” that is on 
its way to Albany to deliver a message 
to Governor Sulzer marched into this 
city tonight. Winding roads stretched 
sixteen reputed miles into twenty-two, 
and the four survivors of the band of 
thirty-four women which started from 
New York on Monday limped in here 
at seven o'clock tonight, scarcely able 
to draw their feet another step. 

It was the first day of actual hard- 
ship which the marchers have experi- 
enced, an up and down hill journey 
over muddy roads in rain and snow. 
The last six miles were made in pitch 
darkness, ankle deep in mud and in the 
face of a bitter northeaster. The foot- 
sore women refused offers of a lift 
from two passing automobiles, for they 


tance to Albany afoot. 

Miss Rosalie G. Jones, leader of the 
expedition, who for two days has 
walked with painfully blistered feet, 
almost collapsed when she led her fol- 
lowers into the hotel where they stop- 
ped for the night. 

“Will you go on tomorrow?” she was 
asked. 

“We willl march until we drop,’’ 
stoutly replied the suffragette leader. 
Miss Jones went immediately to Ded. 

The day’s start was made at Peek- 
skill in a downpour of rain, which was 
soon succeeded by flurries of snow. 
The women reached Garrison, across 
the Hudson river from West Point, at 
one o'clock, having made 10 miles in 
three hours. The remaining 12 miles, 
‘through hilly country, took five hours 
of muddy plodding. The women, as 
they marched, Kept up their spirits 
with songs, gave their suffragette yell 
and distributed suffragette literature. 

Tonight Mrs. Jessie Hardy Stubbs 
addressed a meeting of veteran fire- 
men, while Miss Lavinia Docks, the 
fourth marcher, talked at a gathering 
of local suffragettes.

“Will Save People Thousands,’ 
Says Shepard Bryan 


School Board Recommends Read- 
justment of Entire Salary Sys- 
tem in High Schools. 


Free school books for the children 
attending the publie schools of At- 
lanta is an issue which the board of 
education will be called upon to settle 
before the city councfl ts asked for 
a school appropriation for next year. 

Shepard Bryan, a member of the 
board, stated at the meeting Thursday 
afternoon that he intended to make the 
fight for free school books with all 
}the power and zeal he could bring to 
his command. 

“Will Save Thousands of Dollars.” 

“Free school books,” he stated, “area 
part of any free schoo} system. The 
Plan is being tried all over the coun- 
try and has been found to work ad- 
mirably. We all know that there are 
hundreds of people who cannot afford 
to pay for school books. If the city 
buys the books it will save the tax- 
payers thousands of dollars, for the 
city can purchase books for $20,000 
which would cost the patrons of the 
schools at least $100,000.” 

Mr. Bryan has asked Superintendent 
Slaton for figures showing how many 
children attend the public schools and 
how much, approximately, was paid 
for school books each year fn Atlanta. 
He will be ready, he says, % show the 
board how important and necessary it 
is for the city to furnish free books 
before the annual budget for 1913 is 
agreed upon. 

Some Salary Raisesx; to Be Considered. 

When the annual budget is made up 
today week several tncreases in sgia- 
ries will probably be asked for. Among 
the increases to be considered are: Di- 
rector of music, from $110 to $120 a 
month; assistant director of music, 
from $78.35 to $90; assistant director of 
drawing. from $78.35 to $90; four wom- 
en assistant medical examiners for 
white schools, from $75 to $90. 

The entire salary system of the two 
high schools is to be readjusted and 
the following raises considered:

changed from a sliding scalé to first 
year, $1,000; second year, $1,100; third

The teachers tn the Girls’ Commer- 
cial high school will, if the new plan 
is adopted, be paid the same as the 
teachers in the literary department. 
The heads of departments in the two 
girls’ high schools will be paid $1,600 
instead of on a sliding scale, as at 
| present.

FOR CHRISTMAS) 


House Lacked Quorum and Didn't 
Receive Taft's Message, 


Sharp Debate in the Senate Over 
Appointments---Only One 
Confirmation. 


Washington, December 19.—Con- 
gress adjourned for the Christmas 
holidays today after some lively ma- 
neuvers to get President Taft’s mes- 
sage into the record, secure action on 
the president’s recent appointments 
and bring proceedings in the Archbald 
impeachment trial to a point where 
they may be disposed of early in Jan- 
uary. The house was uneble to get a 
quorum and adjourned afiter a I7- 
minute session without even having 
received the president’s message. 

The Message Had to Wait. 

The message waited for four hours 
to secure entrance into the senate. 
When that body convened at noon the 
republican senators asked for immedi- 
ate consideration again of their de- 
mand for an executive sesston to take 
up appointments. The democrats con- 
sented to the plan and until the im- 
peachment trial automatically took the 
floor at 1:30 o’clock the senate fought 
over the filling of presidental offices, 
with the debate carried on behind 
tigihtly-closed doors. It was not until 
the impeachment court adjourned 
about 4 o’clock that the president’s 
message was received and read. 

Both houses of congress adjourned 
to meet on Thursday, January 2. The 
senate sitting as a court of impeach- 
ment will reconvene Friday, January 
3. The house money trust committee, 
winding up its session with J. P. Mor- 
fan, at 3:30 o'clock, adjourned until 2 
o'clock Monday, January 6. Practical- 
ly all business of congress will stand 
in abeyance throughout the holidays 
and a@ majority of the members. of 
both houses will leave Washington for 
the vacation. 

One Appoiatment Confirmed. 

The senate confirmed but one ap- 
pointment, that of John H. Brown as 
postmaster at Concord, N. H., in the 
hour and a half of executive debate. 
No action was taken on the reappoint- 
ment of Edgar E. Clark, whose term 
as interstate commerce commissioner 
expires December 31.

MONEY CONTROL PERSONAL 


Morgan Declines to Admit He Has 
Vast Power---Prefers Combi- 
nation to Competition. 


Washington, December 19.—J. Pier- 
pont Morgan today told the money trust 
investigating eceommittee of the house 
that all the money in christendom and 
all the banks in christendom could net 
form a monopoly that woulag control 
money. 

Mr. Morgan's declaration that there 
“could be no money trust,” emphasized 
by a vigorous bang with his fist on 
the arm of his chair, came toward tiie 
end of the committee's morning ses- 
sion, when the financier testified is 
to the relations of the hquse of Mor- 
gan with several great corporations. 

“There could be no money trust. - All 
the banks and all the money in chris- 
tendom could not control money... The 
question of control Is personal as to 
money and credits,” declared Mr. Mor- 
gan. : 

Mr. Morgan added that many men 
have great credit who have no money. 

‘Is that not because it is believed 
they have money back of them” asked 
Mr. Untermyer. 

Belief in the Man Gives Credit. 

“No, sir,” answereg Mr. Morgan. “It 
is because people believe in the man. I 
have known a man to come into my of- 
fice ang I have given bim a check for 
a million dollars when I knew he had 
not a cent in the world. 

Mr. Morgan said that he loaned 
money on the basis of a borrower's 
character. 

“Is that the wa> you lend money on 
the stock exchange?’ asked Mt. Unter- 
myer. 

“Yes.” 

“Do you know to whom you lend 
money when you send it to the loan 
stand on the stock exchange?’ 

“I know very soon afterwards. If 
a loan comes in for Mr. Smith and I 
don’t trust him, I gay: ‘I'll call off the 
loan’—even if it was made on govern- 
ment bonds.” 

Mr. Morgan asked permission to 
move up nearer the committee table. 
As he took his new seat he remarked: 

“l’m getting little deaf as I get 
older.” 

Knows ittle of Stock Exchange. 

He said he knew very little of oper- 
ations on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

“Do you think manipulation is genu- 
ine?” 

“No.” 

“That's illegitimate?’ 
lawyer. 

“Yes, I think so.” 

He added that he thought a major- 
ity of the governors of the stock ex- 
change considered manipulation a bad 
thing. 

“Do you approve of short selling?” 

“I do not Hke it. I never did any 
that I know of. But I think you can’t 
get along without it.” 

“Why can't you get along without 
it? That's like a man selling what he 
has not got.” 

“That seems to be a principle of 
life,”” said Mr. Morgan with a chuckle. 

His holdings of certain bink stocks 
he characterized as “not very much, 
about a million dollars.” much to the 
emusement of the committee and spec- 
tators.

Throughout the long examination, 
to which Mr. Morgan submitted with 
an evident willingness to answer, 
there was not a moment when interest 
lagged. Short, sharp questions and 
answers came with striking rapidity. 
While the colloquies were at times 
emphatic, there was no serious clash 
between Mr. Morgan and Mr. Unter- 
myer. 

Mr. Morgan gave a ready response 
to questions, although there was often 
a battle of wits as to the meaning and 
effect of various financial conditiong 
and operations. 

The question 
combination brought 
interchange between the 
wlier and Mr. Untermver, the latter 
ovening the tilt with the suggestion 
that Mr. Morgan was opposed to com- 
petition. The witness denied this, but 
xaid he favored “co-operation,” added 
that he was in no way opposed to com- 
petition and in fact “liked a Uttle 
competition.”

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CITY AND LOCKERS 
AGAIN JOIN BATTLE 


Denial of Injunction to Mystic Ark 
Will Cause Renewal of 
Fight. 


That the city will at once procee4 
to make a case against the Knights of 
the Mystic Ark, the locker club which 
was yesterday refused an iniunction 
against the city by Judge J. T. Pen- 
dGieton in the superior court, is evident 
from the statement made last night 
by Mayor Courtland 8. Winn. 

Judge Pendleton, in refusing the de- 
sired injunction, also refused to grant 
the club a supersedeas so that they 
could keep on operating as a locker 
club until their case {s decided by the 
higher courts. In refusing the injunc- 
tion the Judge held that from the ev!l- 
dence placed before him the club was 
not a bona fide locker club. 

The refusal of the court to grant a 
supersedeas’ puts this locker club in 
the same position it was before it suc- 
ceeded in obtaining a temporary in- 
junction against the city. Mayor Winn 
stated last night that he had not had 
city attorney, but that he saw no rea- 
city atorney, but that he sa wno rea- 
eon why steps should not be taken at 
once on the part of the city to close 
up the place, as the city was prepar- 
ing to do before the temporary en- 
Joinment. 

The club was still operating last 
night, according to Assistant Manager 
Morris, who stated: “We are still oper- 
ating at this moment, but I am not in 
position to say anything about the fu- 
ture.” 3 

The cases of the Georgia Athletic 
club, the Southern club and the Bees 
are due to be taken up today by Judge 
Pendleton for a final decision in his 
court. These cases are similar to the 
one disposed of on Thursday. 

As soon as Judge Pendleton stated 
that he would hold the Knights of the 
Mystic Ark not a bona fide locker clu» 
and would not go beyond the action of

Turner Refuses to Approve Vouchers 
Until Company Fulfills White 
Way Contract. 


The Georgia Railway and Power 
company will not get a cent of the 
$12,000 of-its December White. Way 
lighting bill until the globes are 
“washed clean” and to the satisfaction 
of the board of electrical control. 

R. C. Turner, Atlanta's city electri- 
clan, declared Thursday that the power 
company was not keeping the White 
Way globes clean, as it agreed to do 
in the contract with the city, and until 
it complies with the legal agreement 
he will not approve the vouchers for 
the December current. 

“I have been roasted because the 
White Way globes are dirty,” Electri- 
Clan Turner said yesterday, ‘and I 
have written Mr. Glenn to fulfill that 
part of the ‘contract reference 
to washing the globe lean. I don’t 
blame the people fort getting sore.” 

The new agreement between the city 
and the power company will go into 
effect on January 1, when the new con- 
tract will also be in force. The city 
made a number of demands on the 
power company for reforms, among 
them being a provision for a rebate of 
$14 on arc lights in the White Way 
district. President Preston Arkwright 
turned down the proposition, also the 
demand for operating flaming arc 
lights at 10 ampers and 450 watts. 

Company Dictates Terma. 

City Electrician Turner says that the 
contract the city will be forced to 
sign with the company will amount to 
a practical dictation of terms, price 
and rates on the part of the company. 

“The only weapon the city has is to 
force the company to live up to ths 
agreements in the contract,” he says. 
“The board has the right to demand 
that the vouchers be held up until the 
city electrician is satisfied that the 
contract agreements have been carried 
out.” ; 

The December bill will amount to 
a little more than $12,000, and will be 
presented at or near the last day of 
the month The city electrician is au- 
thorized to act for the board, and can 
approve or disapprove the voucher as 
he sees fit for some good and valid 
reason. | 

The electrical board will meet Fri- 
day afternoon. City Electrician Turner 
says that he will place the matter 
squarely up to the members and urge 
that the power company be forced to 
do its work before getting any more 
money

Celebration Marks Opening of 


Hydro-Electric Developmen: 
on the Chattahoochee. 


Columbus, Ga., December 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In the presence of an assem- 
blage of more than two~ thousand 
Georgia and Alabama people, the 
Goat Rock hydro-electric development 
of the Columbus Power company on 
the Chattahoochee river north of Co- 
lumbus was officjally opened this aft- 
ernoon, as a band played “Dixie” and 
the stars and stripes were unfurled 
from the tall flagpole on the summit 
of a cliff nearby. 

Mayor L. H. Chappell, of Columbus, 
touched a button, and, to the accom- 
paniment of cheers, the massive ma- 
chinery began to operate, and one of 
the greatest developments of water- 
power in the south was an accomplish- 
ed fact. 

At the location of the plant the river 
is the dividing line between Alabama 
and Georgia, part of the plant being in 
Lee county, Alabama, and part in Har- 
ris county, Georgia. On the floor of 
the power house is a line marking the 
division, and across this line Mayor 
Palmer, of Opelika, <Ala., and Mayor 
Lynch, of Hamilton, shook hands be- 
fore the machinery was put in opera- 
tion. 

Speeches were then made outside the 
power house by Mayor Chappell, Major 
Lynch, Mayor Palmer, F. B. Gordon and 
G. Gunby Jordan. The visitors were 
the guests of the Columbus Power 
company, which had two special trains 
operated to and from the plant for 
them, and served lunches at the plant. 
Transmission lines from the plant to 
Newnan, LaGrange, West Point, Grant- 
ville and Hogansville have been con- 
etructed, and electricity for various 
uses will be transmited from the new 
plant to those places. The new plant 
will furnish electricity for Phoenix 
City, Girard, Ala., and for Columbus, 
Ga. 

The Goat Rock development has 4 
present installation of 10,000 horse- 
power and an ultimate capacity of 40,- 
000 horsepower. The dam is 1,500 feet 
long and 70 feet high.

Jobs in Convict Camps Not to 
Be “Pawns in Every 
Campaign.”’ 


The prison commission issued ean 
“anti-pie” .ultimatum Thursday morn- 
ing with regard to the appointment of 
wardens and physicians for the various 
convict camps throughout the state of 
Georgia. Political debts, it is alleged, 
have in time past been paid by the 
appointment of these officials in some 
counties, and, in view of the many 
changes in county administrations 
which will shortly take place, the pris- 
on commission has issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“The law requires. that the prison 
commission shall apoint all officials in 
charge of convicts. The commission 
invites county authorities to nominate 
these officials if they so desire, and 
such nomiantions will be approved, 
provided the nominee is found. to be 
suitable and fit for the position. 

“This rule contemplates that ap- 
pointment of these. officials will be 
made on the nomination‘of county offi- 
Clals only in cases of vacancy. Jt was 
never contemplated that these offi- 
clals would be changed at the will of 
county officials, for that would make 
them simply pawns in every political 
campaign in each county, and would 
subvert the very idea the legislature 
had in placing the convicts under state 
control. These positions should be held 
subject to be removed only for cause 
this rule’in the future, @nd no official 
and this construction will be given of 
this rule in the future, and n oofficial 
will be removed except for good and 
sufficient cause shown, but when a 
vacancy is caused either by removal 
or resignation, then this rule will be 
observed in appointing their succes- 
sors, it being the idea of the commis- 
sion to take these positions out of pol- 
itics and make the efficient discharge 
of official duties the only test for hold- 
ing office under this commission.

Trenton, N. J., December 19.—Pres!- 
dent-elect Wilson pored studiously for 
Feveral hou.s here today over the cor 
poration laws of New Jersey, with a 
view of recommending radical changes 
in them to the legislature. 

After he had worked most of the day 
in his capacity as governor, he listened 
to a formal appeal by United States 
Senator Overman, of North Carolina, 
that Josephus Daniels, national com- 
mitteeman from that state for nearly 
twenty years, be appointed postmaster 
general in the Wilson cabinet. The 
president-elect made no comment. He 
added, also, that he would meet W. J. 
Bryan for the first time since the elec- 
tion on Saturday or Sunday, either at 
Trenton or Princeton. 

To Curb the Corporations. 

The governor's day was concentrated 
for the most part on the corporation 
question. Repeated charges were made 
during the national campaign by both 
Colonel Roosevelt and Governor Hiram 
Johnson that Mr. Wilson had failed to 
put into effect any legislation curbing

“Since the Spanish war we have be- 
come a worlg power, with great respon- 
Sibilities upon us,” he said. “And yet 
we have never really encountered a 
gerat nation fully prepareg for war. 
That is an experience that is yet to 
hit us, and it will surely come some 
day. The question is, will we be pre- 
pareg for it? 

“With a total standing army gf only 
about 90,000 men, we have available 
through nationa] guards and militia a 
force of about 600,000 men which we 
can cal! forth in time of war. But at 
a minimum we will need a million. Six 
hundred thousand is a very conserva- 
tive mobilization and could not con- 
tend with a real emergency. We 
would have to raise 400,000 men all 
of a sudden. In our present situation 
we would have to draw wpon our great 
undeveloped military resources. Mil- 
lions of untrained men are about ‘as 
much power in a sudden war as stock 
in an Alaskan gold mine would be in 
a panic. We have got to train this 
great latent force in some way. 

Reserve System Is Necessary. 

“After long study of the pfoblem, 
the department has decided that we 
must establish the system of reserves 
—-we must make the army a training 
school for the people—Keep men two 
years, three years, in the force and 
then send them forth to conduct tihe 
business of the commercial world, but 
keep in touch with them so that we 
can call them to the ranks whenever 
needed. We could maintain 400,000 of 
reserves for less money than 35,000 
of active troops, even paying the re- 
serves a small amount and thus keep- 
ing in active touch. Congress has 
taken the first step in recognizing the 
necessity of reserves in the new en- 
listment, but pay has not yet been 
provided. 

“Don't think thatthe years spent by 
young men in the army will be wasted. 
They willl go back into business life 
increased in efficiency, and this will 
pay the nation for the investment the 
increased reserves cost. 

“Our plans take in also the enlist- 
ment of more graduates from military 
colleges as second Heutenants in the 
army. After one year’s service, with 
full. pay, we will send them back to 
their business lives, more efficient men 
and available for army officers in case 
of sudden war. 

“The military is making great prog- 
ress itself. It has good organization 
and good officers, and we need more of 
such efficient forces in the country.

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"SPOILS SYSTEM? 
ATTACKED BY TAF 


President Denies Playing Politics in 
Putting 36,000 Postmasters 
Under Civil Service. 


Washington, December 19.—President 
Taft today gave congress his opinion 
of the charge that he had been playing 
politics in his recent executive order 
putting 36,000 fourth-class postmasters 
under the civil service The president 
made the counter-charge that his ae- 
ceusers on the floor of the house were 
telling “untruths” and declared that he 
deeply regretted the failure of con- 
RZress to pass legislation which prac- 
tically would destroy the “spoils sys- 
tem.” 

‘Criticism has been made of this 
order on the ground the motive was 
political,’ said the president. 

“Nothing could be further from the 
truth. The order was made before the 
election and in the interest of efficient 
public service I have several times re- 
quested congress to give me authority 
to put first, second and third-class 
postmasters and all other local offi- 
cers, including internal revenue offl- 
cers, customs officers, United States 
marshals and the local agents of the 
other departments under the classifi- 
cation of the civil service law by tak- 
ing away the necessity of confirming 
such appointments by the senate. ! 
deeply regret the failure of congress 
to follow these recommendations. The 
change would have taken out of poli- 
tics practically every local officer and 
would have entirely cured the evils 
growing out of what, under the pres- 
ent law, must always remain a rem- 
nant of the spoils system.”
